Claim 13 (currently amended) The method according to claim [[9]]1, characterized in that 

a surface layer of the substrate contain[[ing]]s a component of zinc, aluminum, iron, tin, chrome, 
nickel or copper, and the pH of the solution is alkaline. 

Claim 14 (currently amended) The method according to claim [[9]]1, characterized in that 
a surface layer of the substrate contain[[ing]]s a component of zinc, aluminum, iron, tin, chrome, 
nickel or copper, and the pH of the solution is acidic. 

2. Claims 1-8,10,11,1 3-29, and 33-37. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither teaches nor suggests the claimed process in which the solution contains the 
claimed "refiner" having the effect of restricting the formation of the coating (i.e., 
functioning to limit the layer to a desired thickness as explained at [0048]+ of the instant 
specification).
